To The Citizens of Bracken County... 

When I came to Bracken County in the 1970s as a state trooper Pie Jett was 
Sheriff and our biggest concerns were alcohol and marijuana use among our young 
people. 

On the rare occasion that you had to use force to arrest someone they 
usually apologized in court for their behavior and we shook hands and it was over. 

Court was held in the County Judge’s Office on Tuesdays and it took about 

an hour. 

When I would attend post meetings I would tell the troopers who ran up 
and down the interstate that I was lucky to be assigned to Bracken County because 
it was like working in Mayberry. 

Over the years I worked with many sheriffs. They were all good men just 
like the three that are running this time. 

Unfortunately, times have changed. I still love living in Bracken County 
and realize how lucky I am to live here with my family. However, we are a long way 
from Mayberry. Being a good person is no longer enough to perform the duties of 
sheriff. 

We now have the same problems as every other county, just maybe on a 
smaller scale. The people who break the law are more informed and can do more 
things on their phone than NASA was doing on a computer the size of a room in the 
1960s and 1970s. 

Education and experience have never been more important in law 
enforcement than they are today and Howard Niemeier is the only candidate with 
the necessary education and experience running for sheriff. 

Eight years ago Howard W. Niemeier ran for Sheriff of Bracken County. 
Howard stated that if elected he would do his best to make our county a safer place 
for the residents of Bracken County to live, work and play. 

Howard hired me as his Chief Deputy and we began working criminal cases 
his first day in office. Neither of us realized the number of thefts that were occurring 
in Bracken County or the extent of the prescription pill and heroin problem that 
existed here. 

At Sheriff Niemeier’s direction we worked many hours identifying the 
people responsible for the thefts. We solved numerous burglaries and thefts resulting 
in the arrests and convictions of the individuals responsible. To address the drug 
problem Sheriff Niemeier directed us to work sources who at our direction made 
recorded drug buys which resulted in the arrests of over 40 individuals charged with 
120 drug trafficking charges and convictions. 

We also created the SALUTE Program which is an anti-drug program 
taught by the Sheriff and deputies in the first, fifth, seventh and ninth grades in both 
Bracken County and Augusta Independent Schools. 

Who among us would have ever thought that we would be teaching 
kindergarten and first grade children not to touch the needle they may see on the 
playground or in the Wal-Mart parking lot. Unfortunately, these are the times we 
live in and educating our children as to the dangers of drugs and drug addiction is a 
must. 

The Sheriff created the Citizens Police Academy to help educate the 
citizens of Bracken County as to the problems that exist and the way the Sheriff’s 
Office is addressing them. 

If re-elected, I have no doubt that Sheriff Niemeier will continue the drug 
education and school resource officers in our schools and I believe he will make 
every effort to keep our communities safe. 

One reason we elect our county officials every four years is so that we can 
replace those who are not doing their jobs. On Tuesday, May 22nd I am going to 
vote Howard Niemeier for Sheriff because he has done all that he promised to do 
eight years ago and more and I encourage you to do the same.

Howdy Folks! May 
is progressing quickly as 
college graduations have 
begun and approaching 
rapidly on the horizon 
are high school, middle 
school and kindergarten 
commencements! We 
send our sincerest best 
wishes to each and every 
graduate as they embark 
on yet another chapter in 
what we pray is a long, 
successful and rewarding 
life of service! May the 
life of Jesus be your ‘for¬ 
ever guiding light’! 

We’ve had a couple 
of calls recently regard¬ 
ing the Division of Waste 
Management’s collection 
of waste tires for Brack¬ 
en County. If all compo¬ 
nents continue to operate 
in unison, the Buffalo 
Trace ADD should host 
a Tire Collection Event 
next year. This collection 
of used tires was former¬ 
ly known as a Tire Am¬ 
nesty, but to keep every¬ 
one confused, the name 
was changed! Other than 
the name, all rules and 
regulations remain the 
same! You can save your 
unwanted tires until next 
year, BUT they must be 
kept in a barn, shed, or 
at the very minimum, 
covered completely with 
a tarpaulin if stored out¬ 
doors! Tires left out in the 
open accumulate water 
and as the temperatures 
continue to climb, these 
pools of water become 
luxury accommodations 
for mosquitoes! Besides 
being annoying, mosquito 
bites can be very danger¬ 
ous as these insects can 
transmit malaria which 
is caused by a parasite 
living in the mosquito’s 
body. In 1999 the United 
States witnessed its first 


cases of West Nile virus 
with an epidemic in New 
York. Mosquito bites are 
harmful to pets as well as 
humans because man’s 
best friend can be infect¬ 
ed with the canine heart- 
worm from a mosquito 
carrying this parasite. 

No one and no one’s 
pets need to be exposed 
to mosquitoes around 
the home! Any standing, 
stagnant water needs to 
be eliminated and that 
means keeping those 
used tires in an enclosed 
area or making sure they 
are completely covered 
if stored outdoors! Ken¬ 
tuckians generate around 
five million tires a year 
and the Tire Collec¬ 
tion Events conducted 
on a three-year rotation 
throughout the state helps 
to minimize the negative 
effect of waste tires and 
encourages their recy¬ 
cling. While Crumb Rub¬ 
ber Grants are no longer 
allowed for playgrounds, 
other projects utilizing 
waste tires are landscap¬ 
ing, walking trails and 
pour-in-place surfac¬ 
ing grants. In 1998 the 
Waste Tire Trust Fund 
was established by the 
Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly and this fund re¬ 
ceives a $1 fee from each 
retail sale of a new tire in 
the state so the new tires 
that you purchase and 
the used tires you take to 
the Tire Collection Event 
supports a wide range of 
projects! Your coopera¬ 
tion positively impacts 
today and tomorrow 
when you routinely RE¬ 
CYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s 
earth clean, green and 
beautiful! Be seein’ you 
- Bin & Bug.

Calibration Charts

• When the polls close, the clerk is responsible for tallying 
votes from each precinct as they are returned back to the 
court house by the poll workers 

• Clerk must send total number of votes for each candidate 
to State Board of Elections 

• Clerk must fill out post-election reports for the state, grand 
jury, and office files 

• County clerks have a yearly audit, which are public record. 

• Since taking office, in 2003,1 have always received a clear 
audit 

• My office is mandated by law to turn over ALL excess fees 
after all mandatory expenses are paid 

• I have had over 800 hours of training in the areas of 
transportation, legal recording, elections, budgeting, 
auditing, as well as policies and procedures

Tuesday, May 1, the 
Augusta track and field 
team competed in the 
Buffalo Trace Confer¬ 
ence Championship at 
Fleming County, a con¬ 
ference that include Au¬ 
gusta, Bracken County, 
Fleming County, Lewis 
County, and Mason 
County. 

Stephen Cordle was 
the highest finisher for 
the Panthers, finishing 
runner-up in the shot 
put, throwing 35 feet, 
6.75 inches. Also throw¬ 
ing the shot put was 
John Paul Cordle, set¬ 
ting a personal best 23 
feet 9.5 inches. In other 
field events, Seth Fouts 
jumped 12 feet 10.75 
inches in the long jump, 
while Madison Kelsch 
jumped a personal best 
11 feet 4.5 inches. 

“Stephen threw a 
bunch pitches in a base¬ 
ball game the night be¬ 
fore and didn’t have the 
best throws, but was still 
good enough to get in 
the top two,” Coach Tim 
Litteral said.

• In a rehabilitation 
training program. 

• Unemployed or 
can’t find a full-time job. 

• Having economic 
hardship. 

• On active duty ser¬ 
vice in the military. 

If you’ve defaulted 
on your federal loans, you 
may not be able to get a 
deferment. Talk with the 
agency that services your 
loans to see how you can 
get out of default. 

If you qualify for a 
deferment, you will have 
to submit an application. 
You must make your 
monthly payments until 
the agency tells you that 
your loans are in defer¬ 
ment.

KY’s tobacco settlement money 
is in - with more coming 


Kentucky’s latest 
share of a multi-billion- 
dollar national tobacco 
settlement agreement is 
$102 million with more 
money on the way, says 
the Governor’s Office of 
Agricultural Policy. 

GOAP Executive 
Director Warren Beeler 
told the General Assem¬ 
bly’s Tobacco Settlement 
Agreement Fund Over¬ 
sight Committee that the 
$102 million, received 
last month, will provide 
around $28.4 million 
in 2018 for state and 
county agricultural proj¬ 
ects funded through the 
Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Fund, or 
KADF. And more funds 
are expected, thanks to 
a reformulation of settle¬ 
ment funds by the tobac¬ 
co companies making the 
payments. 

The reformula¬ 
tion—based on actions 
taken by the companies 
to ensure compliance 
with the two-decades 
old settlement agreement 
entered into between 46 
states, including Ken¬ 
tucky, and the nation’s 
largest cigarette manu¬ 
facturers—will boost the 
$28.4 million to around 
$40 million over the bi¬ 
ennium, said Beeler. For 
counties, that means a 40 
percent increase in avail¬ 
able funds. 

“So you can tell 
your counties, the county 
money’s going up 40 per¬ 
cent,” he told lawmakers 


on the committee. 

The recently-passed 
state budget will divert 
around $13 million in 
2019-2020 for agricul¬ 
tural improvements to 
the state fairgrounds in 
Fouisville, leaving less 
money for other projects 
and programs. While 
budgeting funds for state 
fairground improvements 
means less money for 
other agricultural proj¬ 
ects and programs funded 
with tobacco settlement 
dollars, Beeler said he 
considers the improve¬ 
ments “an investment in 
agriculture.” 

The budget provision 
will have little impact 
otherwise, Beeler said. 
Even with $7 million 
gone in 2019, he said to¬ 
bacco dollars for state 
projects funded through 
the KADF will be within 
$100,000 of this year’s 
total. 

“So we came through 
it as good as anybody,” 
said Beeler. 

Overall, Beeler said 
Kentucky has grown its 
farm gate cash receipts 

- or sales from Kentucky 
agricultural operations 

- by around $2 billion, 
year after year, with $560 
million in tobacco settle¬ 
ment money it has spent 
on agriculture to date. 

“That money’s 
worked like a dream. If 
you could go with me, 
you’d see what I see. It’s 
been absolutely terrific,” 
he said.

Voters of Bracken County! 

Coming from the unique perspective of being the recently retired Circuit 
Court Clerk and having worked in the Clerk’s office for a total of 40 years, I would 
like to share some information regarding the Circuit Clerk’s office. 

The Circuit Clerk is elected, like all other county officers, with the exception 
being terms for Circuit Clerks are for 6 years, where all other offices are 4 years. This 
is where similarities end. Once a Circuit Clerk is elected he or she becomes a part of 
the Kentucky Court of Justice. What this means is that the Clerk’s office is governed 
by the Supreme Court of Kentucky Rules. Individual clerk’s offices do not have 
budgets, can not set salaries for deputies, can not hire deputies without the authority 
of the Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC oversees all functions of the Circuit 
Clerk’s office). Deputy Clerks are State Merit Employees, with the same benefits 
as all other state employees (i.e. payroll, insurance, tenure and retirement). A Chief 
Deputy, however has no tenure and may be terminated by the Circuit Clerk. 

When I decided to retire I talked with my deputies about one of them being 
appointed to the position. No one in the office felt like they had the experience to be 
appointed. (2 deputies had 9 years each, and one had 4 years experience-and they 
didn’t feel qualified!) 

Supreme Court Rules state that at the resignation of an elected Circuit 
Clerk the Chief Circuit Judge shall ‘’examine and appoint a qualified person to take 
the Circuit Clerk’s Exam at the AOC”. If any one of the deputies had wanted to be 
considered, they would have been. 

I have been questioned about “why weren’t any of your deputies appointed?”

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Bracken agencies hold 
Bus Hostage Scenario Drill 



It starts out as a normal day, the kids load the bus for school, an ath¬ 
letic event, a club function, numerous events that are played out everyday 
in every city, in every state across the country. Suddenly a 911 call goes out 
about a hostage situation on a school bus. Surely dispatch didn’t say that, 
not in Bracken County, not one of our school buses! But that was the case 
Saturday, May 12th in Milford as several county and surrounding county 
agencies reacted to a “mock” school bus hostage situation on Jesse Moore 
Road in Milford. 

Twenty minutes after the initial call came in, law enforcement arrived 
on the scene as Sheriff Niemeier block the buses ability to leave the area 
and was soon joined by Deputy Boody. They made contact with the armed 
hostage taker who demanded they leave, and all he wanted was to leave 
with his son. After what seemed like hours but was actually a short time, 
a commotion arouse from the bus resulting in the armed man shooting his 
son. Niemeier and Boody were then able to draw him off the bus, wounding 
him as he tried firing at them. Thankfully, no one else in the scenario was 
injured and the other students, teacher and driver were removed safely from 
the bus. 

Once the armed man was secured, EMS arrived with an ambulance, 
attended to the wounded student and loaded him an ambulance, as shown 
above. Once he was taken care of, attention was directed to the shooter, who 
was likewise attended to and loaded into the ambulance. Both the shooter 
and his son where then transferred to the Milford Ball Field where a helicop¬ 
ter waited to transport them to the hospital, as shown below. 

This exercise was held to help law enforcement, emergency medical ser¬ 
vices, fire departments and emergency management from not only Bracken 
County but surrounding counties a real time demonstration of the time it 
takes to get to the farthest points in the county and the problems that can and 
do arise when responding to emergency situations with the small number of 
deputies and other law enforcement personnel in Bracken and surrounding 
counties. 

The exercise helped show where the agencies were lacking as well as 
their strengths. These strengths and weaknesses will help with how they pre¬ 
pare for disasters in the future. Everyone is appreciated for their participa¬ 
tion in the drill. 
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Carpenter Bees Becoming Active 


Carpenter bees chew 
^-inch diameter tunnels 
that follow the wood’s 
grain. Females may use 
their strong mandibles to 
extend galleries by more 
than ^-inch per day. Af¬ 
ter construction, females 
spend much of May gath¬ 
ering pollen and nec¬ 
tar that is fashioned into 
bean-sized portions of bee 
bread. The female will 
deposit an egg on each 
“loaf’ and separate them 
into cells. 

Females are not ag¬ 
gressive but can sting if 
antagonized. Males, rec¬ 
ognizable by the yellow 
spot on their faces, hang 
out near nesting sites and 
may investigate intruders 
who enter “their” space. 
While intimidating, males 
cannot sting. 

Tunneling in soft 
wood is the main dam¬ 
age inflicted by carpenter 
bees. Over time, increas¬ 
ingly larger carpenter bee 
populations can weaken 
wood. In addition, the ac¬ 


cumulating waste from the 
bees stain surfaces direct¬ 
ly below nest openings. 

Damage becomes sig¬ 
nificantly worse if wood¬ 
peckers discover carpenter 
bee galleries. These birds 
will destroy wood to reach 
the succulent bee larvae 
just below the surface. 

Carpenter bee control 
is not easy, so prevention 
is the best long-term strat¬ 
egy. 

• General maintenance 
of wood helps because car¬ 
penter bees exploit rough 
areas on wood surfaces to 
begin a nest. Filling cracks 
and crevices, sanding, and 
painting or varnishing ex¬ 
posed wood will make it 
less attractive. 

• When practical, cov¬ 
er softwoods with flashing 
or screen to prevent injury 
to areas that are chronical¬ 
ly attacked. 

• Close bam and shed 
doors while bees are es¬ 
tablishing new galleries; 
this helps reduce infesta¬ 
tions in outbuildings. 


There are some insec¬ 
ticide options, but acces¬ 
sibility and dimensions 
of infested surfaces can 
make treatment impracti¬ 
cal or limit success. 

The use of dust for¬ 
mulations of insecticides 
applied directly into tun¬ 
nel openings has been the 
favored option. In this ap¬ 
proach, bees are exposed 
to the dust as they en¬ 
ter and leave. Ultimately, 
they should receive a le¬ 
thal dose. Example dusts 
include boric acid dust or 
products such as Bonide 
Termite & Carpenter Ant 
Dust (deltamethrin). Dia- 
tomaceous earth and com¬ 
binations of dusts with 
desiccants are also possi¬ 
bilities. 

Insecticide sprays can 
be applied into tunnels, 
but bees may not pick-up 
the dried residue as rap¬ 
idly as they would with 
dusts. Insecticide applica¬ 
tions to wood may provide 
some preventive effect, 
but bees are not ingest¬ 
ing the wood, only goug¬ 
ing it away; they can work 
quickly though the treated 
surface. Example sprays 
include Bayer Home Pest 
Control Indoor & Outdoor 
Insect Killer (cyfluthrin), 
Bonide Total Pest Control 
Outdoor Formula (per- 
methrin), Bonide Termite 
& Carpenter Ant Killer 
Ready to Use (deltame¬ 
thrin), and Spectracide 
Bug Stop (1-cyhalothrin). 
After treatment, tunnel en¬ 
tries should be filled and 
sealed so they are not at¬ 
tractive to bees the follow- 
J ing season.

In January, 2019, the 
Kentucky Press Associa¬ 
tion will be celebrating its 
150th Anniversary. KPA 
is the nation’s 10th old¬ 
est state press association 
and represents all news¬ 
papers published in the 
Commonwealth. 

On Wednesday, Janu¬ 
ary 13, 1869, a group of 
newspaper editors gath¬ 
ered in downtown Frank¬ 
fort to organize a society 
for newspapers. 

According to the 
‘Early History of the 
Kentucky Press Asso¬ 
ciation,’ by Dr. Perry J. 
Ashley, “Newspapers be¬ 
gan to recognize common 
bonds, and there emerged 
a belief that Kentucky ed¬ 
itors should take a leading 
role in state’s consolida¬ 
tion by coming together 
themselves.” 

While the association 
does not have a list of who 
attended the organization¬ 
al meeting, it does have a 
list of officers elected to 
organize the association 
and to serve as officers 


the following year. 

Those men and their 
newspaper affiliation 
were George D. Pren¬ 
tice, The Courier-Journal; 
A.B. Hodges, Frankfort 
Commonwealth; W.H. 
Perrin, Louisville Demo¬ 
crat; J.R. Marrs, Danville 
Advocate; S.I.M. Majors, 
Frankfort Yeoman; Thom¬ 
as S. Pettit, Owensboro 
Monitor; J.G. Craddock, 
Paris True Kentuckian; J. 
Stoddard Johnson, Frank¬ 
fort Yeoman; H.T. Stan¬ 
ton, Maysville Bulletin.
